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To  the  Chairman  and  Commissioners  of  the 
Hammersmith  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ended  25th 
March,  1895,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  present  to 
you,  compares  very  favourably  with  the  reports  of  pre- 
vious years.  The  additions  to  the  Lending  Department 
have  been  both  numerous  and  important,  the  increase 
numbering  779  vols.,  of  which  99  were  presented,  and 
680  were  purchased.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in 
this  department  is  10,051  ;  but  a  very  large  proportion 
of  these  will  require  to  be  re-placed,  owing  to  the  severe 
wear  of  the  past  five  years. 

The  issue  still  maintains  its  high  figure,  the  number 
being  192,501  ;  an  increase  of  2,290  on  last  year's  total. 
The  system  of  reserving  a  particular  book  which  was 
initiated  in  1893  is  very  much  appreciated  by  readers  ; 
during  the  past  year  1,158  volumes  have  been  registered. 
With  the  hope  of  increasing  the  issue  in  class  K. 
Music,  the  privilege  of  allowing  a  special  ticket  for  this 
class  only,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  ticket,  was  adopted 
in  January  last.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  issue 
of  336  volumes,  but  up  to  the  present  time  the  number  of 
persons  who  have  taken  advantage  of  this  privilege  is  com- 
paratively small.  The  number  of  new  borrowers  is 
1,841,  and  although  only  827  have  given  their  occupa-' 
tions,  a  perusal  of  Table  V.  will  show  that  there  is  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  number  of  mechanics  and 
shop  assistants  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  using  the  Library. 

The  Eeference  Department  has  been  replenished  with 
156  additional  volumes,  amongst  which  are  some  very 
important  works  of  local  interest  ;  the  number  of  volumes 
in  this  department  is  2,309  ;  and  the  total  stock  in  both 
Lending  and  Reference  Libraries  is  12,360.  The 
Kelmscott  Press  Books,  presented  to  the  Library  last  year 
by  Mr.  William  Morris,  are  now  exhibited  in  a  suitable 
show-case,  and  are  greatly  admired.      The  crowded   state 
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of  the  Reading  Rooms  at  different  times  of  the  day  has 
necessitated  their  re-arrangement  by  fixing  reading  slopes 
to  the  walls.  The  removal  of  the  newspaper  stands  has 
made  the  rooms  much  lighter ;  and  has  improved  their 
appearance  considerably;  it  has  also  enabled  me  to  display 
many  more  newspapers  in  a  permanent  position,  and 
has  greatly  increased  the  accommodation  for  readers. 

The  adoption  of  incandescent  burners  is  a  great 
improvement  in  lighting  the  rooms,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
notice  that  the  arrangements  made  for  increasing  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public  are  very  much, 
appreciated.

THE  PASSMORE  EDWARDS  FREE  LIBRARY, 
SHEPHERD'S  BUSH. 

In  the  vear  1891  the  idea  of  establishing  a  Branch 
Library  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners,  and 
at  the  meeting  held  on  February  17th  in  that  year  Mr. 
T.  Chamberlen  urged  "  That  the  time  had  arrived  when 
something  should  be  done  towards  its  establishment  ; 
that  a  piece  of  vacant  land  offered  a  most  suitable  site,  the 
owners  of  which  should  be  approached  by  the  Commis- 
sioners with  view  of  ascertaining  whether  they  would  be 
disposed  to  grant  a  sufficient  space  for  the  purpose."  The 
owners  were  the  Copyholders  of  the  ancient  Manor  of 
Fid  ham,  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  who  are 
Lords  of  the  said  Manor.  In  due  course  the  owners  Avere 
communicated  with,  the  result  being  that  the  piece  of  land 
in  question,  which  has  a  frontage  of  112  feet  to  Uxbridge 
Road,  and  a  depth  of  120  feet,  was  given  to  the  Library 
Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Branch  Public 
Library  thereon.     The  Library  rate  being  limited  to  one 


halfpenny  in  the  £  did  not  produce  a  sufficient  income  to 
support  two  libraries,  and  it  became  necessary  to  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  ratepayers  to  raise  the  rate  to  the  maxi- 
mum allowed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament,  viz.,  one  penny 
in  the  £.  A  vote  of  the  Parish  was  taken  in  1891, 
which  was  defeated  by  a  small  majority,  and  in  189o 
another  poll  wTas  taken,  which  met  with  a  similar  result. 
The  matter  was  allowed  to  rest  until  1894,  when  Mr. 
Stiles,  of  Uxbridge  Eoad,  communical ed  with  Mr.  J. 
Passmore  Edwards,  the  well-known  philanthropist  (and 
brother  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  P.  Edwards,  a  former  Library 
Commissioner),  asking  his  assistance.  Mr.  Edwards 
replied  that  he  would  be  willing  to  substantially  assist  the 
scheme  providing  a  guarantee  were  given  that  the  rate- 
payers would  do  their  part. 

On  13th  March,  1895,  the  following  letter  was 
received  : — 

51,  Bedford  Square,  W.C. 

March  13th,  1895. 
My  Dear  Sir, — 

I  have  taken  preliminary  steps  to  provide  a  suitable  Branch 
Library  Building  for  Hammersmith  provided  competent  local 
authority  will  undertake  to  maintain  the  Library  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Free  Libraries  Act.  I  should  be  glad  to  know 
before  I  go  further  what  prospect  or  assurance  is  there  that 
this  will  be  done  ?  I  can  only  say  that  I  am  ready  to  perform 
my  part  of  the  undertaking,  and  that  I  shall  do  it  most  cheer- 
fully, when  the  Commissioners  of  Hammersmith  Public 
Libraries,  armed  with  requisite  authority,  are  prepared  to  do 
theirs.

A  Committee  was  formed  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the  ratepayers,  the  Parish  wTas  canvassed,  four  public 
meetings  were  held,  and  in  due  course  the  Parish  was 
polled  for  the  third  time  on  the  question  of  increasing 
the  Library  rate  to  one  penny. in  the  £.  The  result  was 
eminently  satisfactory,  the  majority  in  favour  of  the 
increase  being  2,400,  thereby  showing  that  the  ratepayers 
fully  appreciated  Mr.  Edwards'  munificent  offer. 
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Meanwhile  Mr.  Edwards  had  instructed  his  architect, 
Mr.  Maurice  B.  Adams,  F.R  J. B. A.,  of  Bedford  Park,  to 
prepare  plans  for  the  proposed  building;,  a  description  of 
which  appeared  in  the  Building  News  of  29th  March. 
When  erected,  the  Library  will  be  a  great  ornament  to 
that  part  of  Uxbridge  Road,  the  elevation  being  of  a 
pleasing  and  artistic  character,  while  the  internal  arrange- 
ments are  both  simple  and  commodious.  The  Library  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in  1896, 

It  only  remains  to  place  on  record  the  thanks  of  the 
Parishioners  of  Hammersmith  to  the  Copyholders  of  the 
Manor  of  Fulham  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
for  the  gift  of  the  valuable  site,  and  to  Mr.  J.  Passmore 
Edwards  for  his  munificent  present  of  a  handsome  and 
commodious  Library,  which  cannot  fail  to  improve  the 
minds  and  brighten  the  lives  of  all  those  members  of  the 
community  who  make  use  of  it  in  the  time  to  come.

To  the  Libraries  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Borough  of 

Hammersmith. 
Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  report  for  the  past  year,  I  have 
the  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms 
have  fully  maintained  the  popularity  and  utility  of  previous 
years. 

The  chief  incident  to  record  is  the  opening  of  the 
temporary  Reading  Room,  Brook  Green  Road.  Ever 
since  1887,  when  the  Libraries  Acts  were  adopted,  each 
successive  committee  has  been  anxious  to  erect  a  building 
near  the  Broadway,  as  it  was  felt  that  owing  to  the  distance 
to  be  traversed  to  either  of  the  existing  Libraries  many 
residents  in  the  southern  and  eastern  parts  of  the  Borough 
were  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  conferred 
by  those  Acts.  Want  of  the  necessary  funds,  however, 
prevented  this  being  carried  out  at  an  earlier  date. 

The  room,  which  is  commodious  and  comfortable,  was 
opened  on  the  1st  January,  1902,  by  Councillor  Hodgson, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Libraries  Committee,  the  Chairman, 
Sir  W.  B.  Richmond,  K.C.B.,  R.A.,  being  unavoidably  ab- 
sent. The  Mayor  presided,  and  was  supported  by  members 
of  the  Libraries  Committee,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 
A  large  number  of  residents  was  also  present. 

From  the  first  the  Reading  Room  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  public,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  taking  this  step  has  been  fully  justified,  for  the 
total  number  of  visitors  to  the  31st  March,  was  47,099, 
being  an  average  for  each  week  day  of  636,  and  for  each 
Sunday  of  126.  A  small  selection  of  ready  reference  books 
was  placed  on  open  shelves  in  the  Magazine  Room  ;  these 
have  been  largely  used. 

Ravenscourt  Park  Library. 

The  Lending  Department  has  received  an  additional  763 
volumes,  53  of  which  were  presented  and  710  were  pur- 
chased. The  number  of  volumes  withdrawn  worn  out  was 
382,  247  of  these  have  been  replaced  by  new  copies.  The 
issue  shows  an  increase  of  2,691  volumes  over  that  of  last 
year.  By  a  reference  to  Table  VII.  it  will  be  seen  that  all 
classes  with  the  exception  of  Class  C,  show  an  increase  over 


that  of  last  year.  The  number  of  volumes  in  this  depart- 
ment is  now  12,202.  During  the  year  the  staff  has  repaired 
2,039  volumes,  has  put  new  cloth  sides  to  286  volumes,  and 
443  volumes  have  been  re-numbered. 

In  the  Reference  Department  380  volumes  were  added 
of  these  128  were  presented  and  252  purchased.  The  issue 
shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year  (these  figures  dc 
not  include  the  references  made  to  directories,  year  books 
etc.,  which  are  on  open  shelves  and  in  continual  use).  The 
stock  numbers  4,523  volumes  and  the  total  for  both  depart 
ments  is  16,725. 

Passmore  Edwards  Library. 
The  total  stock  in  the  Lending  and  Reference  Depart 
ments  is  11,385  volumes.  Of  this  number  673  were  adde( 
during  the  past  year,  165  of  which  were  presented  and  47f 
purchased.  The  number  of  volumes  withdrawn  worn  ou 
was  278,  and  216  of  these  were  replaced  by  new  copies 
Owing  to  the  Library  being  closed  for  a  few  days  fo 
cleaning,  the  total  issue  shows  a  slight  decrease  compare 
with  that  of  last  year,  although  the  daily  average  is  highei 
On  the  whole  the  issues  compare  favourably  with  those  o 
last  year  as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  Table  VII.  Th 
number  of  books  issued  on  the  usual  form  in  the  Referenc 
Library  was  2,582,  daily  average  8.  In  January  about  201 
volumes  were  placed  upon  open  shelves  in  the  Referenc 
Room  ;  these  are  available  for  readers  without  filling  up  th 
form.  The  number  of  references  made  from  22nd  Januar 
to  31st  March  was  3,534,  being  a  daily  average  of  60  vol 
umes.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  arrange 
ment  is  greatly  appreciated.  During  the  year  the  Staff  ha 
repaired  1,338  volumes,  put  new  cloth  sides  to  213  volume: 
and  552  have  been  renumbered. 

College  Park. 

The  issue  of  books  at  College  Park  Library  is  not  s 
satisfactory  as  could  be  desired,  being  410  less  than  last  yea 


The  number  of  volumes  issued  from  all  the  libraric 
for  home  reading  was  189,775,  and  for  reference  (exclush 
of  books  on  the  open  shelves)  6,009  ;  making  a  total  d 
195,784.      This  is  the  highest  number  issued  in  one  year 


The  number  of  tickets  taken  by  new  borrowers  was  2,774; 
Ravenscourt  Park  1,088  ;  Shepherds  Bush  1641 ;  and  College 
Park  45.  In  addition,  168  "Student's  Tickets"  were  issued 
at  Ravenscourt  Park,  and  234  at  Shepherd's  Bush  Library. 
The  numbers  of  tickets  cancelled  were  314,  153,  and  5  re- 
spectively, leaving  5,695  as  the  approximate  number  in  force. 

One  of  the  chief  objections  to  Public  Libraries  is  the 
fear  that  they  may  spread  infectious  diseases,  and  it  cannot 
be  too  widely  known  that  the  greatest  care  is  taken  by  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Libraries  Committee  to 
prevent  such  a  result.  Books  are  not  allowed  to  be  borrowed 
by  persons  living  in  an  infected  house  until  such  house  has 
been  disinfected,  and  should  there  be  any  books  belonging 
to  the  Libraries  at  the  time  the  infection  was  reported  they 
are  burnt  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  During  the  recent 
epidemic  of  small-pox  24  volumes  were  so  destroyed. 

Free  Lectures. 

The  first  of  the  second  series  of  Free  Lectures  was  given 
on  the  1st  November  at  the  Town  Hall,  by  the  Chairman, 
Sir  W.  B.  Richmond,  K.C.B.,  R.A.,  the  subject  being  "Some 
art  books  in  the  Public  Libraries."  There  was  a  good  attend- 
ance, and  in  connection  with  the  lecture  an  exhibition  of  art 
and  other  illustrated  books  was  held.  The  lecture  contained 
so  much  bibliographical  information  that  the  Committee 
decided  to  publish  it,  and  it  has  since  been  reprinted  in  ''The 
Library  Association  Record."  the  official  publication  of  the 
Library  Association. 

On  the  28th  November,  Mr.  Julian  S.  Corbett,  F.S.A., 
gave  a  lecture  on  "  Sir  Francis  Drake."  There  was  a  large 
attendance  and  the  lecturer,  who  is  a  recognised  authority  on 
the  subject,  rivetted  the  attention  of  his  audience  with  a 
graphic  description  of  the  exploits  and  adventures  of  that 
remarkable  man. 

The  third  lecture  was  given  by  Mr.  Herbert  M.  Ellis,  on 
13th  December,  the  subject  being  "  William  Morris,  Poet, 
Artist  and  Craftsman."  Unfortunately  the  inclement  weather 
prevented  many  persons  from  attending,  but  the  audience, 
though  smaller  than  usual,  was  very  appieciative.  To  illus- 
trate the  lecture  Messrs.  Morris  &  Co.,  Oxford  Street,  lent 
for  exhibition  a  beautiful  piece  of  tapestry,  some  "Hammer- 
smith "  rugs,  a  quantity  of  valuable  material  with  Morris's 
designs,  and  other  products  for  which  the  firm  is  famous. 


The  last  of  the  series,  entitled  "  The  Language  of  Line," 
was  given  on  30th  January,  1902,  by  Mr.  Walter  Crane, 
A.R.W.S.  The  hall  on  this  occasion  was  filled  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  the  lecturer  gave  an  excellent  discourse  which 
he  illustrated  with  a  number  of  clever  drawings.  These 
drawings  were  afterwards  presented  to  the  Library,  where 
they  will  be  carefully  preserved. 

The  Libraries  Committee  desires  to  record  its  sincere 
thanks  to  the  lecturers  for  their  valuable  assistance,  to 
Messrs.  Morris  &  Co.,  for  their  kindness  in  lending  their 
goods  for  exhibition,  and  to  the  Borough  Council  for  grant- 
ing the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  free  of  charge. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  accompany  this  report  to 
which  I  refer  you  for  full  information  of  the  year's  work.

The    Public   Libraries  Acts  were  adopted   on  the  7tt 
December,  1887. 

The  first  Commissioners  were  appointed  21st  December 
1887. 

The  Librarian  was  appointed  l~>th  January,  1889. 

The  Reading  Rooms  at  Ravenscourt  Park  were  openec 
12th  August,  1889. 

The  Public  Library,  Ravenscourt  Park,  was  opened  b)j 
Sir  John  Lubbock  (Lord  Avebury)  on  the  19th  March,  18901 

The  land  upon  which  the  Passmore  Edwards  LibrarJ 
stands  was  presented  to  the  Library  Commissioners  by  thd 
Homage  Jury  of  the  Manor  of  Fulham,  and  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners,  18th  July,  1891. 


The  Ratepayers  voted  the  maximum  Library  Rate  of 
One  Penny  in  the  £,  on  the  8th  April,  1895. 

Mr.  J.  Passmore  Edwards  intimated  his  intention  to 
present  a  Library  Building  to  Hammersmith  on  the  13th 
March,  1895,  and  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Library  was 
laid  by  him  on  the  4th  July  following. 

The  Passmore  Edwards  Library  was  opened  by  the 
Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Rosebery,  on  the  25th  June,  1896. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Library  Commissioners 
were  taken  over  bv  the  late  Vestry  on  the  29th  September, 
1896. 

Mr.  J.  Passmore  Edwards  unveiled  the  bronze  medallion 
portrait  of  Charles  Keene,  presented  to  the  Shepherd's  Bush 
Library  by  the  Keene  Memorial  Committee,  on  the  16th 
December,  1896. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Fletcher  unveiled  the  bronze  medallion 
portrait  of  Leigh  Hunt,  presented  to  the  Shepherd's  Bush 
Librarv  bv  Mr.  J.  Passmore  Edwards,  on  the  28th  October, 
1897. 

The  Rev.  Prebendary  Snowden,  M.A.,  Chairman  of  the 
late  Vestry,  opened  the  Reading  Room  and  Delivery  Station 
at  Letchford  Gardens,  College  Park,  on  22nd  April,  1899. 

The  Temporary  Reading  Room,  Brook  Green  Road, 
was  opened  by  Councillor  T.  G.  Hodgson,  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Libraries  Committee,  on  1st  January,  1902.

1.    STATISTICS. 

(a)     Ravenscourt  Park  Library. 

In  the  Lending  Department  516  volumes  were  added,  of 
these  487  were  purchased  and  29  were  presented ;  251  volumes 
withdrawn  were  replaced  with  new  copies.  The  number  of  volumes 
is  now  12,739.  The  issue  reached  82,302,  being  5,545  more  than 
in  the  previous  year  ;  daily  average  333.  The  Reference  Depart- 
ment has  received  an  additional  496  volumes,  321  having  been 
purchased  and  175  being  presented.  This  stock  now  numbers 
•5,019  volumes,'  and  the  total  in  both  departments  is  17,758. 

During  the  year  the  staff  has  repaired  2,239  volumes,  and 
more  than  2,000  volumes  purchased  for  the  proposed  new  Central 
Library  have  been  prepared  and  catalogued. 

(b)  Passmore  Edwards  Library. 

The  Lending  Department  has  received  an  additional  451 
volumes,  of  these  440  were  purchased  and  11  were  presented  ; 
330  volumes  withdrawn  have  been  replaced  with  new  copies. 
The  number  of  volumes  is  11,101,  and  the  issue  reached  110,417, 
a  daily  average  of  447.  One  hundred  and  one  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  Reference  Department,  88  having  been  purchased 
and  21  being  presented.  The  number  of  volumes  for  reference 
is  558.     The  staff  has  repaired  3,005  volumes. 

The  first  catalogue  of  this  Library  having  long  been  out  of 
print,  a  new  edition  has  been  prepared,  which  includes  all  addi- 
tions since  1896,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  this  report  is  printed, 
copies  will  be  on  sale. 

(c)  College  Park  Library. 

The  stock  numbers  599  volumes,  and  1,965  were  issued, 
including  those  changed  at  the  Passmore  Edwards  Library. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  all  the  Libraries  is  30,016 
the  total  issue  was  199,901,  excluding  books  of  reference  on  open 
shelves. 


2;    NEW  CENTRAL  LIBRARY. 

Ever  since  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Libraries  Acts  in  188' 
the  want  of  a  Library  near  the  Broadway  has  been  felt,  and  eac 
successive  Library  Committee  has  been  keenly  alive  to  this  fac 
but  circumstances  have  hitherto  prevented  the  idea  from  beir 
carried  out.  Last  year  the  first  step  was  made  to  remedy  th 
defect  by  the  opening  of  the  Temporary  Reading  Room,  Broc 
Green  Road,  and  it  was  anticipated  that  in  about  five  or  six  yea 
sufficient  funds  would  be  available  for  the  erection  of  a  suitab 
building.  But  thanks  to  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegi 
this  undesirable  waiting  will  be  avoided. 

Attention  having  been  directed  to  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  1 
consider  applications  for  the  erection  of  Libraries  on  the  basis 
site  being  provided,  and  maintenance  guaranteed,  Mr.  Carneg 
was  communicated  with,  and  invited  to  assist  in  providing 
Central  Library,  with  the  result  that  the  Chief  Librarian  receive 
from  his  Private  Secretary  the  following  letter : —

This  offer  was  gratefully  accepted,  and  the  Borough  Counc 
having  provided  a  site  in  Brook  Green  Road,  steps  are  beii 
taken  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  and  it  is  hoped  that  befo 
the  next  report  is  issued  Hammersmith  will  be  in  possession  of 
Central  Library  that  will  do  credit  to  the  Borough.

Annual  Report 

OF    THE 

CHIEF     LIBRARIAN 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  March,  1904. 


To  the  Libraries  Committee  of  the  Borough  of 
Hammersmith. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1904,  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  work 
has  made  steady  progress  ;  there  is  again  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  volumes  issued,  the  total  in  all  depart- 
ments being  204,149,  which  is  an  advance  of  4,248 
over  last  year,  and  is  exclusive  of  a  large  number  of 
books  used  from  the  open  shelves  of  which  no  account 
is  taken. 

While  the  issue  of  the  various  classes  is  much  the 
same  at  Kavenscourt  Park  Library  there  is  a  satisfac- 
tory improvement  in  the  issue  of  general  literature  at 
Shepherds  Bush  Library. 

The  increase  of  the  issue  at  College  Park  from 
1,965  to  3,270  volumes  is  very  encouraging,  and 
although  it  is  chiefly  light  literature  that  is  read,  it  is 
a  sign  that  the  Library  is  receiving  more  attention  from 
the  inhabitants  of  the  district  than  has  been  the  case 
hitherto. 

During  the  year  325  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  Lending  Department  at  Eavenscourt  Park,  and  503 
to  the  Eeference  Department ;  383  were  withdrawn 
worn  out,  and  239  duplicate  volumes  of  fiction  have  been 
transferred  to  College  Park  Library,  so  that  notwith- 
standing these  additions  the  stock  in  the  Lending 
Department  is  58  volumes  less  than  last  year.  The 
total  number  in  both  departments  is  18,203,  and  261 
pamphlets. 

In  the  Passmore  Edwards  Library  429  volumes 
have  been  added  to  the  Lending  Department,  and  64  to 
the   Reference   Department ;    495  were  withdrawn  of 


which  only  a  small  number  has  been  replaced.  The 
number  in  all  departments  is,  Lending  Library  11,120, 
Eeference  Library  621,  Boys'  Koom  178;  total  11,919. 

The  stock  at  College  Park  Library  has  been 
increased  from  604  to  843  volumes. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers   to  whom  tickets 
have  been  issued  is,  Eavenscourt  Park,  1,177  ordinary 
91    Students;    Shepherds  Bush,   1,735  ordinary;    298 
Students  ;  College  Park,  74  ;  total  3,375.     The  approxi- 
mate number  now  in  force  is  6,549. 

The  staff  has  repaired  2,130  volumes  at  Eavens- 
court Park,  3,098  at  Shepherds  Bush,  total  5,228: 
1,407  volumes  have  been  rebound,  739  from  Eavenscourt 
Park,  665  from  Shepherds  Bush,  and  3  from  College 
Park. 

A  new  supplementary  catalogue  of  the  Eavenscourt 
Park  Library  has  been  prepared  and  will  shortly  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  public  ;  3,800  volumes  were  pur- 
chased, entered,  catalogued  and  prepared  for  the  new 
Carnegie  Library,  the  stock  for  which  already  numbers 
5,700  volumes. 

FREE  LECTURES 

The  fourth  course  of  Free  Lectures  was,  by  kind 
permission  of  the  Borough  Council,  given  in  the  Town 
Hall  during  the  winter  months.  These  lectures  were 
largely  attended.

Gentlemen, 

The  period  covered  by  the  Report,  which  I  have 
the  honour  to  present  to  you,  has  been  one  of  increased 
activity  ;  for  in  addition  to  the  selection,  purchase  and 
preparation  of  about  5,000  volumes  for  the  Carnegie 
Library,  the  issue  in  all  departments  has  risen  nearly 
10,000  volumes  over  that  of  1903-4,  the  figures  being 
213,831,  against  204,139,  and  is  the  highest  number 
reached  in  one  year. 

LENDING    DEPARTMENTS. 

At  the  stock-taking  in  July  it  was  ascertained 
that  10  volumes  were  lost.  At  the  same  time  1,304 
were  withdrawn  from  circulation,  299  of  this  number 
being  duplicate  copies  and  in  good  condition  were 
transferred  to  the  College  Park  and  Carnegie  Libraries; 
1,055  volumes  have  been  replaced  with  new  copies,  and 
710  new  books  have  been  added  during  the  year. 

The  total  stock  in  the  Lending  Departments  is 
25,076  volumes,  and  the  number  at  each  Library  is 
as  follows:  Ravenscourt  Park,  12,786;  Shepherd's 
Bush,   11,476;  College  Park,  814. 

The  issues  shew  an  increase  of  6,500  volumes, 
more  than  5,000  of  this  number  at  Shepherd's  Bush, 
and  nearly  1,000  at  College  Park,  the  latter  figures  are 
particularly  worthy  of  note. 

The  number  of  new  tickets  applied  for  was  3,134, 
and  in  addition  502  "  Students'  Tickets  "  were  granted, 
an  addition  of  over  100  on  the  number  issued  last  year. 


The  tickets  cancelled  were  considerably  less  than  in 
1903-4,  being  276  against  618,  leaving  the  approximate 
number  in  force  7,269. 

REFERENCE    LIBRARIES. 

The  stock  at  Ravenscourt  Park  numbers  5,824 
volumes,  an  increase  of  302;  222  of  these  were  purchased 
and  80  were  presented.  At  Shepherd's  Bush  there  are 
661 ;  48  being  added  during  the  year  :  30  of  these  were 
purchased  and  18  were  presented.  The  total  issue, 
exclusive  of  books  on  open  shelves,  was  10,086,  4,779 
at  Ravenscourt  Park,  and  5,307  at  Shepherd's  Bush, 
which  shews  a  substantial  increase  at  both  Libraries. 

Owing  to  the  frequency  with  which  books  were 
stolen  from  the  open  shelves  at  the  Shepherd's 
Bush  Library,  the  Committee  has  been  reluctantly 
compelled  to  place  a  wire  screen  on  the  front  of 
the  shelves  and  to  make  readers  revert  to  the  usual 
method  of  filling  in  a  form  for  any  book  required. 
For  the  same  reason  the  books  have  been  removed 
from  the  open  shelves  in  the  Boys'  Room. 

Although  the  progress  made  during  the  past  year 
is  satisfactory,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
Libraries  are  capable  of  accomplishing  a  much  greater 
work,  and  I  would  ask  the  heads  and  managers  of  the 
numerous  business  establishments  and  factories  in  our 
Borough  to  direct  the  attention  of  their  employees  to 
the  privilege  that  is  theirs  for  asking.  The  Committee 
has  done  something  in  this  direction  by  distributing 
notices  containing  information  concerning  the  Libraries, 
and  in  the  case  of  one  large  firm  it  has  been  productive 
of  good  results.  By  a  little  organization  on  the  part 
of  the  firm  in  question  and  an  agreement  with  the 
Libraries  Committee,  123  Borrowers'  Tickets  have 
been  issued  to  members  of  the  staff,  and  since  the 
movement  was  initiated  in  March,  1904,  2,232  volumes 


have  been  issued  to  holders  of  tickets  in  this  firm 
alone.  With  greater  facilities  at  hand  when  the  new 
Carnegie  Library  is  opened  it  is  hoped  that  many 
other  employers  will  direct  the  attention  of  their 
staffs  to  this  important  matter. 


BINDING    AND    REPAIRS. 


The  number  of  books  rebound  was  1,931 ;  Ravens- 
court  Park,  665;  Shepherd's  Bush,  736;  Carnegie 
Library,  530.  The  staff  has  repaired  2,939  volumes 
at  Ravenscourt  Park  and  2,329  at  Shepherd's  Bush. 


GIFTS. 

A  complete  list  of  the  gifts  received  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  this  report,  for  which  the  Committee 
desires  to  tender  its  best  thanks  to  the  donors.  One  of 
them  is  of  especial  interest,  and  calls  for  a  word  or 
two.  Mrs.  Proctor,  Oxshott,  Surrey,  has  given  a 
proof  copy  of  "  The  Dream  of  John  Ball  "  by  William 
Morris,  Kelmscott  edition,  containing  marginal  notes 
and  corrections  by  the  author ;  also  a  volume  of 
specimens  and  proof  sheets  from  the  Kelmscott  Press. 
These  are  from  the  Library  of  her  son,  Robert  Proctor, 
of  the  British  Museum,  who  was  a  great  authority  on 
early  printing,  and  was  lost  in  Tyrol,  September,  1903.

Hammersmith. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Report  I  have  the  honour  to  present   to  you  - 
records  the  first  complete  year's  work  since  the  opening 
of  the  Carnegie  (Central)  Library,  and  on  this  account 
should  be  interesting. 

In  the  previous  report  allusion  was  made  to  the 
increase  in  the  Reference  issues  owing  to  the  larger 
accommodation  afforded  by  the  new  building,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  say  a  still  further  increase  in  this  useful 
department  of  Library  work  has  been  maintained 
during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Central  Reference 
Library  is  now  6,346,  an  addition  of  322  on  last  year's 
stock.  There  have  been  issued  to  readers  29,134  vols, 
which  is  an  average  of  95  for  the  305  days  the  Library 
was  open. 

The  Reference  Departments  at  Ravenscourt  Park 
and  Shepherd's  Bush  contain  57  and  691  vols  respective- 
ly, and  the  issues  number  at  the  former  1,992,  and  at 
the  latter  10,979,  making  a  total  for  the  three  Libraries 
of  42,097  vols. 

LENDING     DEPARTMENTS. 

The  stock  in  the  Lending  Departments  of  the  four 
Libraries  numbers  34,896  volumes  which  are  distributed 
us  under  :  Central,  11,396  ;  Ravenscourt  Park,  11,486  ; 
Shepherd's  Bush,  11,196;  College  Park,  818.  At  the 
Stocktaking  it  was  found  necessary  to  withdraw  1,189 
worn  out  volumes  from  the  Ravenscourt  Park  Library, 
and  322  from  Shepherd's  Bush.  Of  this  number  896 
have  been  replaced,  so  that  notwithstanding  an 
addition  of  360  new  books,  the  stock  is  not  so  large 
as  last  year  by  290  volumes. 


The  issue  at  each  Library  was,  Central,  120,824  ; 
Ravenscourt  Park,  60,465  ;  Shepherd's  Bush,  86,332  ; 
College  Park,  3,107;  total,  270,728;  daily  average, 
1,084. 

Tickets  were  issued  to  5,039  new  borrowers, 
Central,  2,630;  Ravenscourt  Park,  1,034;  Shepherd's 
Bush,  1,338;  College  Park,  37;  3,671  tickets  were 
renewed  and  328  cancelled,  the  approximate  number 
of  borrowers  being  8,382.  In  addition  954  Student's 
Tickets  were  issued  to  new  borrowers. 

Borrowers  from  every  ward  excepting  College 
Park  have  taken  tickets  at  the  Central  Library,  but 
the  large  number  from  the  adjacent  wards  of  Brook 
Green,  the  Grove,  St.  Paul's  and  St.  Matthew's  is 
ample  testimony  that  a  Library  in  this  part  of  the 
Borough  was  necessary. 

The  usual  tables  accompany  this  report,  from 
which  full  particulars  of  the  work  of  the  various  de- 
partments may  be  obtained.

ANNUAL     REPORT     OF     THE 

CHIEF     LIBRARIAN. 


To    the    Libraries    Committee    of    the    Borough    of 
Hammersmith. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Libraries  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1908. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Committee  had 
to  meet  a  deceit  of  ^324  in  the  previous  year's 
accounts,  and  in  addition,  other  unforeseen  expenses 
occurred  which  had  not  been  provided  for  in  the 
estimates. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  amount  available 
for  the  purchase  of  new  books  was  very  much  curtailed 
and  consequently  the  additions  have  not  been  sg 
numerous  as  could  be  desired. 

Some  criticism  on  this  matter  has  been  directed 
at  the  Libraries  Committee  ;  but  although  the  amount 
spent  this  year  is  small,  yet  during  the  last  five  years — 
including  the  year  under  review — the  sum  of  ^"2,761 
has  been  expended  on  books  and  binding,  being  an 
average  of  ^"552  per  annum.  This  is  exclusive  of  the 
cost  of  periodicals  and  newspapers  which  for  the  same 
period  amounted  to  ^"1,355,  a  yearly  average  of  ^"271, 
which  is  more  than  is  spent  in  some  London  Boroughs 
where  the  income  from  the  penny  rate  is  larger  than 
it  is  in  Hammersmith. 

LENDING    LIBRARIES    STOCK. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Lending  Depart- 
ments is  35,207,  these  are  distributed  as  under : 
Central,  11,624;  Ravenscourt  Park,  11,437;  Shepherd's 
Bush,    11,131;    College  Park,    1,015.     At   the  annual 


stocktaking  three  volumes  were  withdrawn  from  the 
Central  Library,  727  from  Ravenscourt  Park,  and  344 
from  Shepherd's  Bush.  Of  this  number  581  were 
replaced  at  Ravenscourt  Park,  and  163  at  Shepherd's 
Bush,  but  there  are  still  many  volumes  withdrawn  in 
previous  years  that  have  not  been  replaced.  The 
College  Park  Library  has  received  an  additional  197 
volumes  from  duplicate  stock. 

ISSUES. 

The  number  of  volumes  issued  in  the  Lending 
Departments  is  as  follows  :  Central  Library,  114,588  ; 
Ravenscourt  Park,  55,522  ;  Shepherd's  Bush,  85,521  ; 
College  Park,  2,835  5  total,  258,456. 

BORROWERS'    TICKETS. 

During  the  year  4,328  tickets  were  issued  to  New 
Borrowers,  656  of  whom  applied  for  a  Student's 
Ticket.  The  number  renewed  for  one  year  was  3,703 
Ordinary,  and  489  Students  ;  550  have  been  cancelled 
leaving  the  number  in  force  8,626. 

A  glance  at  Table  5  will  show  that  Borrowers 
from  every  ward  in  the  Borough  use  the  Libraries,  the 
largest  numbers  in  each  case  residing  in  the  two  wards 
adjacent  to  the  Central,  Ravenscourt  Park  and 
Shepherd's  Bush  Libraries. 

REFERENCE    LIBRARY,    CENTRAL. 

This  important  branch  of  the  work  continues  to 
show  steady  progress.  The  number  of  volumes  added 
to  the  Central  Reference  Library  was  258  ;  141  being 
presented  and  117  purchased.  The  issues  have 
risen  to  33,824,  an  increase  of  4,690  on  last  year's 
figures. 

The  Library  has  been  classified  under  the  Dewey 
decimal  system,  and  two  copies  of  a  sheaf  catalogue 
numbering  15  volumes  containing  500  leaves  in  each 


have  been  typed  during  the  past  year.  A  copy  has 
been  placed  on  the  counter  for  the  use  of  borrowers, 
and  will  be  kept  posted  with  additions  as  they  are 
made.  An  index  of  the  more  important  volumes  is 
being  compiled,  which  when  completed  will  add  to 
the  value  of  the  Library  and  prove  a  great  time  saver 
to  the  staff  and  to  the  public. 

Readers  having  frequently  complained  to  the 
Committee  of  the  noise  caused  by  walking  on  the  bare 
floor,  it  was  decided  to  cover  it  with  linoleum.  This 
has  now  been  done  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  all 
who  use  the  Reference  Room. 

NEWS    ROOMS. 

At  the  annual  revision  of  the  periodicals  the 
Committee  added  some  important  publications  to  the 
list.  The  number  of  newspapers  and  periodicals 
taken  is  as  follows  :  Daily  newspapers,  77  ;  weekly 
newspapers,  321  ;  monthly  and  quarterly  magazines 
and  reviews,  266  ;  total,  664 ;  representing  291 
different  publications. 

The  rooms  continue  to  be  used  by  a  large  and 
increasing  number  of  readers,  and  is  a  proof  that  the 
facilities  afforded  to  the  reading  public  in  Hammer- 
smith are  appreciated. 

The  usual  tables  accompany  this  report,  to  which 
I  refer  you  for  full  particulars  of  the  year's  work.

ANNUAL     REPORT     OF     THE 
CHIEF     LIBRARIAN. 


To  the    Libraries    Committee    of    the    Borough    of 

Hammersmith. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  19  .9. 

Stock.- -The  additions  to  the  stock  have  been 
both  numerous  and  important,  the  number  being  1,328 
volumes,  of  these  1,182  were  purchased,  and  146  were 
presented. 

Of  the  volumes  withdrawn  in  this  and  previous 
years,  785  have  been  replaced  by  new  copies. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Libraries  is 
4  5,960  ;  these  are  distributed  as  follow  :  Central, 
Reference,  6,807;  Lending,  12,080;  Ravenscourt  Park, 
12,105;  Shepherd's  Bush,  11,915;  College  Park,  1,053. 
The  amount  spent  in  the  purchase  of  new  books  and 
replacements  was  ^380  18s.  od. 

Issues.— The  issues  in  the  Reference  departments 
continue  to  improve,  the  total  reaching  52,241,  an 
increase  of  7,505  on  the  previous  year,  which  is  shared 
alike  by  the  Central,  Ravenscourt  Park,  and  Shep- 
herd's Bush  Libraries. 

The  aggregate  issue  in  the  Lending  departments 
shows  a  slight  falling  off,  although  at  the  Central  and 
College  Park  Libraries  an  increase  was  registered.  At 
Ravenscourt  Park  the  decrease  was  410  volumes,  while 
at  Shepherd's  Bush  the  figures  were  ;  ,485  less  than  last 
year.      This    is    probably    due   to    the   fact    that    the

Franco-British  Exhibition  was  open  for  half  the  year. 
The  total  issue  in  all  departments  was  310,134,  an 
increase  of  2,922  volumes. 

Stocktaking.  —  At  the  annual  stocktaking  32 
volumes  were  recorded  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers  or 
their  guarantors,  31  volumes  were  taken  by  borrowers 
who  had  removed  from  the  Borough  and  whose  where- 
abouts could  not  be  traced  ;  and  7  volumes  were  lost 
and  not  accounted  for.  The  number  of  volumes  with- 
drawn worn  out,  was  596. 

Binding  and  Repairs. — The  volumes  sent  to  be 
re-bound  numbered  2,158,  and  the  repairs  done  by  the 
Staff  reached  the  large  total  of  22.000.  These  books 
were  nearly  all  in  the  Lending  departments,  and  the 
number  is  an  indication  of  the  wear  and  tear  caused 
by  an  annual  issue  of  over  a  quarter  of  a  million. 

Borrowers'  Tickets.  The  number  of  new 
tickets  issued,  including  the  extra  ticket  for  non- 
fictional  works,  was  4,808  ;  renewals,  4,056  ;  494  were 
cancelled,  leaving  the  approximate  number  in  force 
8,370. 

Reading  Rooms  — The  attendance  in  the  Reading 
Rooms  shows  no  sign  of  falling  off. 

Local  Pictures. — The  collection  of  local  pictures 
at  Ravenscourt  Park  has  been  re- arranged,  and  many 
interesting  prints  and  sketches  have  been  added  A 
few  portraits  of  local  interest  have  also  been  presented 
to  the  Carnegie  Library. 

On  Trafalgar  Day,  1908,  Councillor  H  T.  Johnson 
presented  to  the  Ravenscourt  Park  Library,  the  door- 
step removed  from  Trafalgar  Hou^e,  Pembroke  Road,. 
Portsmouth,    the   last  crossed  by    Lord  Nelson,    14th 


September,  1805.  This  interesting  relic  of  the  great 
\dmiral  is  exhibited  in  the  Hall,  and  has  attracted  a 
arge  amount  of  attention.

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ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    CHIEF 
LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Libraries  Committee  of  the  Borough   of 
Hammersmith. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Report  for  the  year  1909-1910,  which  I  have 
the  pleasure  to  submit  to  you,  covers  the  twentieth 
year's  work  since  the  first  Lending  Library  was  opened 
in  Ravenscourt  Park  in  1890,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  a  substantial  increase  in  the  work  of  nearly 
every  department. 

Stock. — The  number  of  volumes  purchased  for 
the  Lending  Departments  was  1,397  I  954  that  had  been 
withdrawn  were  replaced  with  new  copies  ;  and  41 
were  presented,  making  the  total  37,724.  In  the 
Reference  Department  253  volumes  have  been  added 
by  purchase  and  8j  by  presentation,  making  the  total 
7,991.  The  grand  total  in  all  departments  of  the 
Libraries  is  45,715  distributed  as  under  : —

Owing  to  the  length  of  time  they  have  been 
established,  the  libraries  at  Ravenscourt  Park  and 
Shepherd's  Bush  contain  many  books  that  are  out  of 
date,  and  the  space  they  occupy  on  the  shelves  is 
required  for  more  recently  published  works.  Before 
another  complete  catalogue  can  be  issued  it  will  be 
necessary  to  re-classify  both  these  libraries,  and  while 
doing  so  I  purpose  examining  the  stock  to  ascertain 
what  books  can  be  dispensed  with. 

Issues. — In  consequence  of  the  Carnegie  Lending 
Library  being  closed  for  one  month  for  the  purpose  of 
adapting  it  for  open  access,  the  aggregate  issue  in  the 
Lending  Department  is  below  that  of  last  year,  although 
the  daily  average  is  somewhat  higher.      Under  the  new 


system  the  department  was  opened  on  ist  October,  and 
the  issue  for  the  six  months  ending  31st  March,  1910, 
shows  an  increase  of  7,658  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  1908-9.  As  the  stock  in  this  Library  has  not 
yet  been  taken  a  report  on  the  result  of  the  first  year's 
working  of  open  access  will  be  presented  at  a  later  date. 
The  decrease  in  the  Lending  Department  at  the  Carnegie 
Library  is  about  2,000,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the 
great  increase  of  over  8,000  volumes  in  the  issue  of  the 
Reference  Department.  This  result  is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  the  many  excellent  volumes  the  Committee 
have  been  able  to  purchase,  and  to  the  interest  taken  in 
the  requirements  of  readers  by  the  Assistant  in  charge 
of  that  Department. 

At  Ravenscourt  Park  the  increase  in  both  Depart- 
ments is  notable  ;  13,000  in  the  Lending  and  11,000  in 
the  Reference.  The  large  increase  in  the  latter  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  many  ready  reference 
books  which  were  formerly  on  open  shelves  and  of  which 
no  record  was  taken,  have  been  removed  to  closed 
shelves  on  account  of  the  number  of  small  volumes 
stolen  and  the  inability  to  keep  them  under  observation. 

The  decrease  of  8,000  volumes  issued  at  Shepherd's 
Bush  is  in  the  Lending  Department,  and  is  partly  the 
result  of  some  of  the  borrowers  migrating  to  the 
Carnegie  Library  ;  it  may  also  be  attributed  in  some 
measure  to  the  changed  character  of  the  neighbour- 
hood since  the  Exhibition  has  been  established  there. 
But  here  an  increase  of  800  volumes  in  the  Reference 
issue  will  be  noticed. 

In  the  College  Park  Library  the  issue  has  increased 
from  3,522  to  4,850.  As  this  is  a  very  small  Library  in 
a  district  inhabited  wholly  by  the  working  classes,  it  is 
an  extremely  gratifying  result. 

The  increase  in  the  issue  over  the  previous  year  is 
Lending  Libraries,  7,996  ;  Reference  Libraries,  21,186  ; 
total,  29,182  volumes. 

Tickets. — The  number  of  new  tickets  issued  was 
4,229  ;  and  671  Students'  Tickets  were  granted.  There 
were  3,622  ordinary  and  475  Students'  Tickets  renewed, 


and  358  cancelled,  leaving  the  total  number  in  force 
8,639,  an  increase  of  nearly  300  on  the  previous  year. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  large  and  increasing  num- 
ber of  readers  using  the  various  Reading  Rooms  is  a 
feature  of  the  work  that  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
and  must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  No  record  has  been 
taken  of  the  numbers  attending  the  rooms  and  it  would 
be  an  interesting  experiment  to  do  so. 

Stocktaking. — At  the  annual  stocktaking  11 
volumes  were  recorded  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers, 
22  volumes  were  taken  by  borrowers  who  had  left  the 
borough  and  could  not  be  traced,  and  7  volumes  were 
totally  lost,  three  of  these  being  taken  from  the  open 
case  at  Ravenscourt  Park.  The  number  of  volumes 
withdrawn  worn  out  was  970. 

Binding. — The  number  of  volumes  rebound  was 
2,371,  and  the  repairs  done  by  the  staff  reached  the 
enormous  aggregate  of  32,000.  The  majority  of  these 
books  is  in  the  fiction  and  juvenile  classes,  and  indicates 
the  questionable  methods  adopted  by  many  publishers 
in  printing  those  books  on  paper  that  is  hardly  good 
enough  to  wrap  sugar  in.  One  sighs  for  the  old  days 
of  the  honest  6s.  novel  issued  by  firms  of  repute,  when 
the  paper  used  was  paper,  and  not  the  vile  substitutes 
in  vogue  at  the  present  time  ;  and  when  the  book  was 
bound  in  the  cloth  cover,  and  not  thrown  in  as  is  too 
often  the  case  now.  The  repairing  of  these  books 
many  times  over  during  the  year  is  a  very  serious 
matter,  and  is  a  great  tax  on  the  time  of  the  assistants, 
who  ought  to  be  engaged  on  more  important  work. 

The  lease  of  the  fine  old  mansion  in  Ravenscourt 
Park  having  expired  in  December  last,  application  was 
made  by  the  Borough  Council  for  a  renewal,  and  this 
the  London  County  Council  has  granted. 

The  usual  tables  of  statistics  accompany  this 
report.

ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    CHIEF 
LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Libraries  Committee  of  the  Borough   of 
Hammersmith. 

Gentlemen, 

The  report  which  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to 
you  is  a  record  of  the  twenty-first  year's  work  of  the 
Public  Libraries  in  Hammersmith,  the  Library  in 
Ravenscourt  Park  having  been  opened  for  public  use 
on  the  19th  March,   1890. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  ;  the  total  issue  in 
all  departments  has  reached  357,958  volumes,  being  an 
advance  of  18,642  over  the  previous  year.  The  addi- 
tions to  the  Libraries  have  been  both  numerous  and 
important  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  possible  to 
allocate  a  larger  amount  of  money  for  this  purpose 
than  has  been  the  case  hitherto. 

Stock. — The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Lending 
Departments  is  39,292  ;  of  these  1,156  volumes  worn 
out  have  been  withdrawn  and  replaced  with  new  copies. 

The  Reference  Department  of  the  Carnegie 
Library  has  received  some  notable  additions,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  notice  the  increasing  use  that  is  being 
made  of  this,  the  most  important  branch  of  Public 
Library  work.

Issues. — The  total  issues  in  the  Lending  Depart 
ments  have  increased  by  nearly  12,000  volumes  ;  at  the 
Carnegie  Library  142,028  were  issued  against  115,126 
last  year;  but  at  both  Ravenscourt  Park  and  Shepherd's 
Bush  Libraries  a  decrease  has  taken  place,  while  College 
Park  shows  an  increase.  The  increase  over  last  year 
is:  Lending  Libraries  13,804,  Reference  Libraries  4838. 

Tickets. — The  number  of  tickets  granted  to  new 
borrowers  was  4,525,  an  increase  at  the  Carnegie 
Library  of  350,  and  at  Shepherd's  Bush  of  352  ;  while 
at  Ravenscourt  Park  and  College  Park  there  is  a  falling 
off  of  190  and  16  respectively.  New  Students'  Tickets 
number  823  against  671  last  year  ;  ordinary  renewals 
3,424,  show  a  slight  decrease,  and  Students'  renewals 
are  about  the  same.  The  number  of  tickets  in  force  is 
9,152,  nearly  500  more  than  last  year. 

Stocktaking. — At  the  stocktaking  of  the  Carnegie 
Library  the  result  of  the  first  year's  work  since  the 
adoption  of  the  "  Open  Access  "  system  is  as  follows  : 
Volumes  lost  from  the  shelves  56,  value  £9  14s.  2d.  ; 
lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers  12  ;  withdrawn  from 
circulation  325.  I  fear  this  number  will  be  largely 
increased  in  the  future  owing  to  the  extraordinary 
amount  of  wear  and  tear  to  which  the  books  are  now 
subjected. 

The  question  of  providing  a  separate  department 
for  the  juvenile  readers  at  the  Carnegie  Library  is 
becoming  an  acute  one,  and  the  matter  must  be  con- 
sidered in  the  near  future.  In  the  evenings,  during  the 
busiest  time  the  children  attend  in  large  numbers  and 
cause  much  inconvenience  to  elder  borrowers. 

At  Ravenscourt  Park,  Shepherd's  Bush  and  College 
Park  the  results  were  :  volumes  lost  and  paid  for  by 
borrowers  13  ;  lost  through  borrowers  leaving  the 
Borough,  23  ;  withdrawn,  709. 

Books  for  the  Blind — The  question  of  supply- 
ing books  for  blind  readers  was  brought  to  the  notice 


of  the  Committee,  and  it  was  decided  to  pay  a 
subscription  to  the  Incorporated  National  Lending 
Library  for  the  Blind.  The  experiment  was  fairly 
successful,  and  it  has  been  decided  to  continue  the 
subscription.

ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    CHIEF 
LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Libraries  Committee  of  the  Borough   of 
Hammersmith, 
Gentlemen, 

The  report  for  the  year  ended  March,  191 2,  which 
I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  compares  favour- 
ably with  that  of  the  previous  year,  inasmuch  as  the 
aggregate  issue  of  books  again  shows  an  advance,  not- 
withstanding the  exceptionally  brilliant  weather  we 
experienced  during  the  summer  of  191 1. 

The  aggregate  issue  of  books  was  ;  Reference 
Libraries  84,368  ;  Lending  Libraries  278,072  ;  total, 
362,440,  an  increase  of  4,482. 

At  the  annual  stocktaking  1,740  worn  out  volumes 
were  removed  from  the  shelves,  and  of  these  1,340 
were  replaced  with  new  copies,  585  being  placed  in 
the  Central  Library,  211  at  Ravenscourt  Park,  and  526 
at  Shepherds  Bush. 

The  number  of  volumes  lost  from  the  open  shelves 
of  the  Carnegie  Library  was  104,  but  22  have  since 
been  found,  leaving  82  unaccounted  for,  the  net  value 
being  £8  19s.  3d.  Twenty-seven  volumes  were  also 
lost  through  the  inability  to  trace  borrowers  who  had 
left  the  Borough  ;  the  value  of  these  is  £\  15s.  9d. 
The  losses  at  the  Ravenscourt  Park  and  Passmore 
Edwards  Libraries  were  3  and  7  volumes  respectively. 

The  additions  have  been  both  numerous  and  im- 
portant, the  Central  Reference  Library  receiving  385 
new  books,  of  which  47  were  presented  and  338  were 
purchased. 


The  Lending  Departments  have  been  replenished 
with  1,092  new  volumes,  distributed  as  follows:  Central 
374  ;  Ravenscourt  288  ;  Shepherds  Bush  354  ;  College 
Park  76.

New  tickets  were  issued  to  4,422  borrowers,  and 
661  of  these  also  took  a  Student's  ticket.  Three  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty-three  ordinary  tickets  and  633 
Students'  tickets  were  renewed/and  436  were  cancelled, 
leaving  8,833  m  force. 

The  gifts  to  the  Libraries  will  be  found  on  pp.  15-17, 
but  two  of  them  call  for  special  mention. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Seton-Karr,  a  well-known  traveller, 
antiquary,  and  hunter  of  big  game,  has  placed  on  per- 
manent loan  at  the  Carnegie  and  Ravenscourt  Park 
Libraries  some  heads  of  wild  animals  that  have  fallen 
to  his  rifle. 

They  were  all  mounted  by  Mr.  Rowland  Ward,  of 
Piccadilly,  have  been  placed  on  the  walls  of  the  entrance 
halls  of  the  two  libraries,  and  are  most  attractive  and 
interesting  exhibits. 

Mr.  Seton-Karr  has  also  presented  a  selection  of 
antiquities  and  curios  found  or  acquired  by  him  in 
Egypt,  India,  North  America,  and  elsewhere  ;  these 
fill  two  show  cases  in  the  Reference  Library  and  are  of 
great  interest. 

A  detailed  list  will  be  found  on  page  17. 

Mrs.  Bennett,  late  of  College  House,  also  presented 
a   stained  glass  window  for   the    News    Room  to   the 


memory  of  the  late  Dr.  C.  H.  Bennett.  It  consists 
chiefly  of  specimens  of  16th  and  17th  century  painted 
glass,  and  is  a  welcome  addition  from  an  artistic  and 
decorative  point  of  view  to  the  room  that  is  the  most 
extensively  used. 

For  these  handsome  gifts  the  Libraries'  Committee 
has  tendered  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  generous  donors.
